the nurse's aide program one of 
the best opportunities for service. 
The course reduction offered by 
the faculty thi.-i semester permits 
many more students to undertake 
the work. This new plan comes at 
a time when there is great present 
need and possibly greater future 
need." 

Miss McBride named Mrs. 
Christina Phelps Grant, dean of 
the college, chairman of a faculty 
committee to implement the plan. 
Members include Mrs. Annie Lei<zh 
Broughton. dean of freshman, 
Mrs. Helen Taft Manning, pro- 
fessor of history. Miss Eunice 
Morgan Schensk, professor of 
French, and Miss Mary S. Gard- 
iner, professor of biology. Miss Lily 
Ross Taylor, dean of the Gradu- 
ate School, is in charge of gradu- 
ate students' participation. Ti>e 
committee today issued this state- 
ment: 

"President Roosevelt's message 
to Congress on the state of the

County Legislators 
Agree To Vote "Yes" 
When It Comes Up 

Thousands of individuals and 
organizations affiliated with the 
Schuylkill River Valley Restor- 
ation Association, many of whom 
are residents of the Main Line and 
Upper Darby, are this week con- 
tacting their representatives in the 
House at Harrisburg. uvging sup- 
port of House Hill No, 1. intro- 
duced by State Representative 
diaries H. "Bruiuier. Jr.! to oil Claw 
dumping of coal slit j into the 
streams of Pennsylvania., including 
the Schuylkill River. 

Due to strong opposition by the 
anthracite industry, the fight to 
remove coal silt from the Schuyl- 
kill River has been long and diffi- 
cult. Public opinion, however, has 
steadily mounted within the past 
few years: and, with the aid of the 
present administration, principally 
of Governor Martin and Attorney 
General James H. Duff, the anti- 
pollution movement is stronger 
than ever. 

The Brunner Bill is expected 
soon to come out on the floor of 
the House for vote — and members 
of the House of Representatives 
from Montgomery County whom 
residents are deluging with tele- 
grams, letters and telephone calls 
have agreed to support it. 

In 1943 State Representative 
Brunner introduced a similar bill. 
House Bill 57. which, although it 
was supported by members of the 
House who represented the coun- 
ties of the Schuylkill Valley, was 
finaly defeated. 

In order to strengthen the ef- 
forts of the clean streams advo- 
cates, as well as to gain support 
for other State-wide conservation 
legislation, therefore. 22 State- 
wide organizations recently joined 
forces at a meeting in Harrisburg. 
This group, the Pennsylvania Con- 
servation Committee, elected as 
their permanent Chairman, Julge 
Grover C. Ladner of Philadelphia, 
president of the Schuylkill River 
Valley Restoration Association, 
and as their Secretary-Treasurer, 
Mrs. Ellen A. Dietrich of Upper 
Darby, who is also publicity chair- 
man and acting secretary of the 
Schuvlkill River Valley Restora- 
tion Association. This new group 
has already gained anti-pollution 
pledges in support of the Brunner 
Bill from all over Pennsylvania.

Believe Typhoid 
Is Tapering Off 

Four New Cases Are 
Reported in Lower 
Merion 



Pour new cases of typhoid were 
reported in Lower Merion Town- 
ship last week but health author- 
ities were satisfied that the cases 
originated from the same source 
and that the localized epidemic 
was tapering off. 

No cases have been reported in 
Narberth Borough and only one 
in Haverford Township. 

Histories taken of the four new 
cases all trace back to pastry they 
had eaten from the Fullebom 
Bake Shop in North Ardmore. 

Under the direction of Lower 
Merion health authorities employ- 
es of Fullebom Bakery started 
cleaning up the Ardmore store on 
Coulter Ave. Wednesday. 

The Germantown branch of the 
bakerv has been permitted to open 
by the Philadelphia Board of 
Health. 

Robert Thomas. Lower Merion 
health officer, stiid that all of 
Fulleborn's employes would have 
to produce health certificates 
showing they were typhoid-free 
before the Ardmore store was 
opened. He said the disease was 
on the decline and there were no 
indications that it was spreading. 
Virtually all of them gave his- 
tories of onset of the disease 
about the same time.

These four were 
the only ones who failed to make 
any effort towards clearing their 
sidewalks, he said. 

A list of all residences, who had 
not compiled with the township

Republican Men and Wopien 
Rebuild W ith New Ideas 

Republicans announced three major party rebuild- 
ing moves through .the newspapers last week: 

1. TheJLower Merion-Narberth Council of Re- 
publican Women announced the distribution of a 
questionnaire to find out from their members why 
their party lost the election last November. 

2. A group of Gladwyne Republicans issued a 
call for a "grassroots" convention to hear expres- 
sions of opinions as to what was wrong with the 
party and what should be done about it. 

3. Terms of an agreement were revealed 
whereby the politically important post of tax col- 
lector in Lower Merion will be voluntarily vacated 
to permit the transfusion of new blood into the 
party. 

In themselves, these revolutionary suggestions offer 
a pattern for victory which Republicans in other sec- 
tions of Pennsylvania and other states of the Union can 
copy with success. Out of such material new leadership 
emerges, new ideas are born and public confidence is 
captured anew. In this spirit the Republicans can dedi- 
cate a memorial to the returning soldier which eclipses 
any statues carved in stone. 

It is of equal significance that these suggestions 
have come from the women, the men and the leaders of 
the party. It is as though the party members had risen 
in unison to shout: 

"Enough of defeat. Enough of fumbling and 
stumbling. Even if rebuilding means the searing of our 
own flesh we are prepared to submit our personal ambi- 
tions to the ordeal.'' 

It is unfortunate that the GOP Council question- 
naire is confined to its membership. Both the suggestions 
and the votes they need lie in those who have drifted 
away from the party. 

Gladwyne Republicans with their grassroots con- 
vention are launching a new idea in starting to rebuild 
from one of the smallest divisions in the party — the elec- 
tion district. The quadrennial flurry of brassbands and 
speeches are only the trimmings of a presidential elec- 
tion.' Through the intervening years, the outcome of 
these elections slowly and quietly shapes itself in the 
thousands of election districts throughout the country. 
Day by day the battle of political ideas and men are be- 
ing won or lost. Most of the chips are down a long time 
before election day. 

The Gladwyne convention has been called primarily 
to give all local voices a say in district politics. Too often 
an indifferent citizenry allows a handful of politicians, 
absorbed in keeping themselves in comfortable berths, 
to go on speaking indefinitely for the public. Not only 
Gladwyne, but other districts as well, need an occasional 
town meeting. 



Failure to recognize this is another indication that 
the political philosophy of some leaders ends with their 
noses. Their entire energies — when once they attain 
good paying posts, are devoted to keeping a status quo 
balance. 

They want no noise, no factional disturbances, no 
new persons developing ambitions. All counter political 
vibrations disturb them. They have sunk their teeth into 
a job and they don't want anyone to loosen their grip. 
They would rather let the party rot away than submit 
themselves to criticism and meet the challenge, of new 
forces stirring within the party. 

This is why the agreement reached by party leaders 
over the lucrative post held by Peter C. Hess over- 
shadows the other moves to rebuild the party. Likewise 
it is significant that Mr. Hess was a voluntary party to 
this agreement. 

New ideas and leadership, born through GOP Coun- 
cil questionnaires and grassroot conventions, can get 
nowhere if party leaders with power in their hands re- 
fuse to budge. New blood can flow through the party's 
veins only if someone is courageous enough to remove 
the tourniquet. 

It is not the easiest decision for a party leader to 
make to voluntarily relinquish a position that pays 
$20,000 a year or more. In such decisions a political 
leaders party loyalty, and his greatest personal asset, 
"his word", meet their greatest test. Mr. Hess and the 
three other party leaders in Lower Merion Township 
met. this test in the agreement that was drawn up four 
years ago. In so doing they paved the way to stronger 
party. When such men move to the sidelines they do so 
with honor and the party service they have performed 
can be sustained in the wise counsel they give to those 
who take their places. 

It has been said that the secret of longevity is to 
grow old gracefully and it is just as true of longevity 
in politics. Only true party loyalists are capable of dem- 
onstrating this wisdom.

FARM FIREWOOD SALES UNDER CEILINGS 
All firewood sold by farmers from this week on will be subject to 
price ceilings, the Office of Price Administration states. Ceilings will 
be set at the highest prices charged by the farmer for the same type 
of wood in March, 1942, or as otherwise determined by the General 
Maximum Price Regulation. Where special area ceiling orders have 
been issued by OPA field offices, these will apply. Heretofore farm 
sales of firewood when valued at less than $75 in any one month have 
been exempt from price control. OPA states that this exemption has 
led to exorbitant prices in some areas. 

HOUSING HELD MAJOR PROSPERITY KEY 
The nation's housing goals — a decent home in a good neighbor- 
hood for every American family — should be achieved in the post-war 
era by maximum reliance upon private enterprise and local commun- 
ities, and a full housing program can make a large contribution to an 
expanded peacetime economy, are thoughts publicly expressed by 
John B. Blandford, Jr., Administrator of the National Housing Agency. 
He said that probably the biggest challenge to a broad housing market 
after the war is the fact that millions of self-supporting families who 
want new homes cannot afford that at present or past prices or under 
existing financial arrangements. He declared that this called for the 
closest sort of cooperation between labor, private business and gov- 
ernment. 
CANNED POULTRY SET ASIDE FOR MILITARY NEEDS 

The War Food Administration announces that effective this week 
(February 14) an order has been issued to set aside 100 per cent of 
the canned poultry (chickens and turkeys) in a move to supply United 
States military demands for approximately 70,000,000 pounds of these 
products in 1945. The poultry meat is needed for hospitals, Army field 
rations and for shipment overseas. Preparation of the total quantity 
will require the processing of between 200 and 250 million pounds of 
New York style dressed chicken and turkey and practically the full use 
of all available poultry eviscerating and canning facilities in the United 
States. 

3 WAYS TO FILE YOUR TAX RETURN OUTLINED 
Joseph D. Nunan, Jr., Commissioner of Internal Revenue, explain- 
ed today that taxpayers whose 1944 income was less than $5,000 have 
a choice of three different ways of filing their 1944 income tax re- 
turns. Taxpayers whose income was $5,000 or more must all make 
"long-form" returns on Form 1040. 

The three methods open to persons whose income was under 
$5,000 are as follows: 

1. Fill out the Withholding Receipt, Form W-2 (Rev.), received 
from their employers. 

2. Make a "short-form" return on Form 1040. 

3. Make a "long-form" return on Form 1040.

March 1 Closes Drive; 
90% Of Every Club 
Contributing Is Goal 

March 1 closes, the campaign 
for the great air armada to be 
purchased through the pin money 
bonds of clubwomen all over the 
country. The General Federation 
of Women's Club is sponsoring the 
purchase of the Navy planes 
through its state federations. 

The Pennsylvania Federation of 
Women's Clubs has made itself 
responsible for four PMB Mariner 
Patrol Bombers at a total cost of 
$1,642,000. 

Clubwomen all over Montgom- 
ery County have been aiding the 
program by using every extra 
penny to buy war stamps to roll 
up a grand total of extra bonds 
to- finance the armada of Navy 
planes. i 

A decalcomania in red. white 
and blue will mark task force and 
inshore patrol planes for the 
United States Navy sponsored 
with war bonds by state federa- 
tions and club groups. It will 
name the organization responsible 
for providing the full purchase 
price of the plane in bonds. The 
purchase price, not the maturity 
value of bonds, is to be counted. 
The bonds that will count in this 
campaign are extra bonds bought 
over and above the amount of 
bonds regularly purchased by an 
individual or a family. 

The bonds are bought with 
money salvaged from those small 
leaks in personal or household 
funds that mount up. It is pin 
money that will roll up the total 
in this campaign. 

Each club having ninety per 
cent of- its membership buying an 
extra bond — a pin money bond — 
will be awarded a citation by the 
Treasury Department. Bonds that 
will count in the campaign are 
series E. G. and F.

"Aunt Jane" Morris was a girl 
in her early twenties when she 
first came to Narberth. as pretty 
as could be and with an infec- 
tious gaiety and solicitude for oth- 
ers that endeared her to several 
generations of Narberth residents. 

It's an old story., the manner in 
which many single women adorn 
the times in which they live, the 
burdens they cheerfully accept so 
that large plans may be fulfilled, 
and yet all the while there is lit- 
tle public evidence of the substan- 
tial roles they play in the tri- 
umphs they so self-effacedly help 
to provide. 

So it was with Jane and it is 
difficult to comprehend how St. 
Margaret's early history could 
have been so redolent of happy 
achievement as the archives at- 
test if her capable and devoted 
ways were not always at instant 
call and however onerous the task 



of the moment might have been. 

The first pastor, Father Cow- 
ley, was a frail, sensitive man. his 
ordination having been delayed 
beyond the usual time because of 
extremely delicate health, but 
there he was, assigned to found j 
a new parish of sparse numbers ', 
and faced with difficulties that | 
appeared almost insuperable. j 

The Morris family was close to j 
the Cowley family and Jane, who j 
had been educated for a business j 
career, came to Narberth to help j 
as best she could in making life : 
easier for the hard-pressed priest ! 
and to accept .many of the chores ; 
which would have otherwise add- 
ed to his hardships. j 

Let the old parishioners tell of) 
her valiant aid and they will re- 
call that not infrequently her du-i 
ties comprised, all on the same 
day. the starting of the fire, the 
preparations foi' Mass, the Play- 
ing of the organ, the meals, the 
house and parish' details, the nev- 
er-ceasing concern for the pas- 
tor's impaired health, the last not 
the least of many problems. 

At that time of life, the con- 
gregation held forth in the base- 
ment, the present super-structure 
not having been erected. The first 
Mass 1 of the newly formed parish 
was said in the home of Nicholas 
Thouron. After that, the small 
congregation held forth at 206 
Forrest Ave., the upper floor serv- 
ing as rectory. With an increase 
in numbers, services were held in 
JElm Hall. Then came the deci- 
sion to build on Narberth Ave., 
the money available not being suf- 
Ificicnt for a heating plant, hence 
j the 'big stove which Jane usually 
[started and which the members* 
of the congregation kept ablaze 
on arrival. 

In due course the church prop- 
er was built and then came the 
school on Forrest Ave., the pastor 
having no curate in all the pro- 
gress. 

But Jane was there, always sure 
and always steadfast, and to hei- 
st. Margaret's owes a debt of af- 
fectionate gratitude which should 
not fail to be translated into a 
constant prayer for the eternal 
happiness she has so richly earn- 
ed. 

On the death of Rather Cowley, 
several of the officials of Lit 
Brothers, aware of the wide es- 
teem in which she was held, and 
of her highly effective ways, call- 
ed on her to form the Catholic 
Contract Bureau which is now 
such an important part of the 
store's activities, and there she 
continued until the time of her 
death. 

A grand soul was Jane Morris, 
and now that she has answered 
Heaven's call her interminable 
rosary of kindly deeds .will serve 
as a precious relic of her earthly 
days and -will keep aglow the 
memory of a beloved woman 
whose death spells sadness to the 
many persons to whom she meant 
so miich.

He told Dick Mattis, who as- 
signs the officials, that he couldn't 
take the abuse Lee Logan and the 
rest of his Chester mates, includ 
ing Manager Bill Delaney, handed 
out. 

Later Hayes gave the Chestel 
club and its management and the 
league quite a panning in an 
article in a Chester paper. 

Last week Johnny Stevens, well 
known as an umpire in baseball 
circles here and who used to play 
basketball with Phoenixville when 
that town was represented in the 
Main Line League, worked the 
game between Chester and Wayne 
It was a key game, one that 
meant much to the playoff hopes 
of both, and it wasn't long be- 
fore Stevens became their target. 

As usual, Logan was the leading 
offender. Stevens didn't hesitate 
or cringe. "Listen, Logan, that's 
the last I'm going to hear out of 
you. I'm not going to even 
bother calling technical fouls on 
you. I'll toss you right out of 
the game," he said firmly. 

Manager Delaney objected from 
the sidelines.

In a state as large as Pennsyl- 
vania with its great diversification 
of commerce and industry, mining 
and agriculture, the problems of 
government are varied and com- 
plex. 

The State benefits . when its 
people interest themselves in the 
processes of law making and make 
known to their Senators and Rep- 
resentatives their views ou pro- 
posed legislation.
